It’s easy, and 
you probably have a 
tired off-roader lying 
around that will easily 
convert to a street rod. 
There’s quite a selection of Lexan 
bodies, wheels, street tires, motors and 
body-mount kits that will get your 
tired iron into street trim, pronto. 
Some manufacturers are even now 
making hot-rod kits. As for finishing, 
the sky is the limit when it comes to 
paint schemes and colors, and you 
should check out Phil Sroka’s 
“Airbmshing Flames” article in this 
issue, so you can blow everyone’s 
mind at the drive-in next Saturday 
night!

A uto enthusiasts have 

always been obsessed with 
producing their own versions of their 
favorite rides, like the legendary ’57 Chevy. Going to 
car shows and thumbing through magazines reveals 
endless variations of this classic coupe. The most 
memorable and striking version is with flames. 
Painstakingly applied, flames can be a real eye- 
catcher. 

Starting with your favorite Vio-scale body already 
trimmed and mounted, begin the procedure by taping 


the windows. 3M Fine Line tape will give the 
best lines. After the windows are taped, tape the 
lights and details. Apply Parma’s Spray Mask to 
the area that is to be flames. (Don’t try to use tape for 
this!) 

For the best results, let the mask dry for about 12 
hours. Once dry, the mask can be drawn on, providing 
a guide for the flames. (Magazine photos of full-scale 
cars can provide examples that you may want to 
duplicate.) 

Using a new X-Acto knife, follow the lines drawn 
previously. When you’re finished doing this, remove

the spray mask. 

The main colors 
can now be 
applied. 

After applying 
sufficient coats of 
the chosen color, 
remove the spray- 
mask portion of the 
flames. 

I used three 
colors. First, I 
applied two coats 
of red. Adding too 
much paint at this 
time can cause 
overspray, which 
ruins the border 
between the colors. 

Next, I sprayed 
the orange. While 
spraying this color, 
aim toward the 
previous color, 
again to avoid 
overspray. White 
was then applied 
over the entire 
flame area; this 
brightens the 
colors. The tape 
was removed for 
the trim, which was 
sprayed in silver. 

The rear fin area 
was shaded with 
black to give depth. 

With only 
windows 

remaining, the tape 
was removed and a 
light spray of black 
was applied to 
create a tinted look. 

Flames can be applied in an array of colors with 
dramatic results. I used a traditional color scheme. 


As always, remember, practice makes perfect 
Good luck, and happy spraying!

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The Ultima Sprint Car Kit retails at less than 
$40, The kit includes a pair of coil-over shocks 
and a clear sprint-car body with a large wing. 
Body mounts and a sprint-car decal sheet are 
included. It takes about 20 minutes to convert a 
Kyosho* Ultima off-roader to an oval-track 
sprinter, and this includes the time it takes to 
build two BoLink shocks. Further, since no 
permanent modifications are required, it should 
only take you 1 0 minutes to return the Ultima to 
an off-road setup. 

The major changes that are made to the 
Ultima are the lowering of the CG and the 
installation of a softer shock on the front end (for 
faster steering). The standard front Ultima shocks 
are moved to the rear suspension, and the BoLink 
shocks then mount to the front in the original 
mounting locations. The instruction sheet tells 
you to mount the BoLink shocks with the btxly of

This should slightly improve the 
handling by reducing the amount of unsprung 
weight. 

You should replace the stock upper- suspension 
rods with the adjustable Option Hou.se rod set 
when converting the Ultima.

Next, add the btxly posts and prepare the 
sprint-car body for mounting. When the body has 
been fitted to the chassis, you can paint and trim

When you're ready to race your Ultima 
Sprinter, adjust the ride height with the 
coil-over springs. BoLink offers stiffer

I installed a BoLink electronic speed 
controller and a Revtech* motor.

For 
appearance, 1 dressed up the Ultima with 
Grand Prix tires and wheels from Advance 
Engineering*. For pavement-oval sprint 
racing, 1 switch to foam tires on Advance 
wheels. 1 use the stock Ultima tires for dirt- 
oval racing, unless the track conditions 
dictate a change.

The next part of niy strategy 
increases the power level. To compete 
in modified classes, you need the power 
to pass others on the straights; it’s that 
simple. 

To get the job done, 1 installed a very 
capable Kyosho* Option Hou.se SPA 
480WT competition motor. This motor 
uses a new, wet-type ferrite magnet, has 
adjustable timing and gives the FX 10 
all the acceleration it can handle. The 
instructions with the motor call for a 
break-in period of 10 hours on 3 volts, 
and this is necessary for good brush 
contact, so don’t ignore the break-in 
period. At this point, the car has more 
power than it can handle, so the 
suspension needs to be updated to get 
belter control of the increa.se in torque. 

I changed (he dampers at all four 
wheels to coil-over, oil-filled adjustable 
shocks, which made the car more 
adaptable to varied racing conditions. 
The Pamia Vm- scale short shiK'ks (No. 
12622) coupled with Parma’s heat-sink 
coil-overs (No. 1 2640) gave me the 
correct travel for the rear. Tamiya* oil- 
filled shcx'ks worked very well on our 
other test car. I u.sed Custom Racing • 
Products’" (CRP) shocks for the front, 
and these fit perfectly with the 
hardware included. 

I beefed up the steering on my FX 1 0 



0 CRP's heavy-duty steering-arm set coupled 
with Parma's heavy-duty tie-rod set gave 
the FX lO's front end much greater strength 
while cutting down on slop. 

with Parma’s’" heavy-duty tie-rtxl set 
and CRP’s stronger steering-ann set, 
which replaces the stock arms perfectly. 
A slight shaving of the plastic around 
the servo-saver was neces.sary to clear 
the tie-rtxi ends on the servo. 

The adjustable shocks gave the FX 
1 0 just what it needed to harness the 
power of the Kyosho motor and 
decrease the understeer that I’d 
encountered on curves while running 



ASPHAlT/DUn-OVAl FX-W 

T he FX 10 IS A NEW Vio-scale off-road car from Futaba that’s touted as 
the latest in entry-level design. The FX 10 is one of the newest entry-level 
cars on the market, and it sports a simple, easy-to-build design that’s ideal 
for the enthusiast who’s just entering the hobby /sport. The down side to most 
entry-level designs is that they become insufficiently challenging as the driver 
refines his or her driving skills. As you move up in the ranks, cars and drivers 
become more competitive, and this is usually to the disadvantage of those still 
running their entry-level cars. The redeeming quality of the FX 10 is that it’s 
designed to accept after-market parts. These after-market parts, such as oil 
shocks, bearings, high-performance motors and even bodies, can refine the FX 
lO’s suspension and handling characteristics to a point where you’ll be able to 
race beyond the parameters of entry-level competition. 

The SFXO prototype from Futaba is testament to the fact that the FX 1 0 is not 
only capable of being improved for its intended off-road use, but is also adaptable 
to other racing surfaces. 

A careful selection of tires will 
allow you to run the FX 10 on 
both asphalt and dirt ovals. As 
with all other off- road cars, the 
crossover to asphalt racing will 
have to include stiffening the 
suspension with heavier oil and 
adding a set of road-racing tires 
and your choice of high- 
performance motor. 

The electrical hardware 
(specifically, the speed 
controller) will eventually need 
attention. The FX 10 includes a 
three-step speed controller that’s very reliable, but it won’t withstand the abuse of 
a modified motor. The amount of current drawn by one of these motors will 
make it through the original speed controller, which may even last for a while, 
but you should switch to a high-quality variable resistor or an electronic unit. 

If you opt for an electronic speed control, there are a number of new Futaba 
units available, and these should suit almost any racer. For those racing at 
ROAR-sanctioned races or tracks, the Futaba MC 109T or the more economical 
MCI lOT electronic speed controls are recommended. Both of these units have 
forward only with adjustable braking, and this is all that’s allowed by ROAR 
rules. Drivers looking for an electronic speed control with reverse can use the 
MClllBorMC112B. 

As you can see, there are a number of options available to FX 10 owners. 
Sever^ manufacturers of after-market parts make hop-up parts for the FX 1 0 
and, although you’re unlikely to see the FX 10 in the limelight at a national event, 
there are enough parts available to keep the FX 10 competitive on a local level.®

To transfer all this power to the dirt, I 
set up my FX 10 with CRP Dynamite 
spiked tires (No. 4223 in front, and No. 
42 1 2 in the rear). These low-profile 
tires gave me excellent traction in dirt, 
but they won’t be gotxi on asphalt. I 
mounted the tires on CRP front rims

(No. 4111) and Pro-Line* rears which 
were both one-piece designs and also 
very lightweight and easy to dye. 

1 enjoyed upgrading the FX 1 0 very 
much. I now have a fast dirt racer 
which can be adapted to many track 
conditions. One thing that made this 
project enjoyable was that every after- 
market part fit the car perfectly without 
major modifications. If I could change 
anything. I’d prefer an adjustable 
differential to harness the extra power.

That was the case 
with my Hornet. Right!; the same 
Hornet that we tried to destroy for 
the .May '88 issue; the one that sent 
even Dr. Go scrambling. I 
mentioned that, after being 
subjected to such harsh 
punishment, it deserved a new life, 
so I scheduled it for a 
refurbishment program. Although 1 


by RICH URAVITCH 
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used the Hornet, the same techniques 
apply to nearly any car, it just takes a 
little thinking and planning, plus a 
couple of bucks to buy the accessories 
you want to install.

road machines lately, especially rods 
and ’50s and ’60s street cruisers. After 
seeing the Parma* body for their new 
’49 Merc, the Hornet refurb. program 
was cinched. I was in high school in the 
’60s, and I remember some of the 




machines. There was also Gene, the 
California transplant, and his chopped 
’49 Merc with the flathead equipp^ 
with six Stromberg 97s. With gas at 
about 35 cents a gallon, who cared? I 
loved that Merc, and never quite forgot 
it, so the Parma body was in! Once I’d 
decided on the body, next came the 
wheels and tires, then the shocks and, 
finally, the motor. In all fairness, I could 
have Just changed the wheels and tires 
to replace the “knobbies” of the Hornet 
with the street variety, but 1 was really 
getting into it'

The first step in the process was to 
disassemble the Hornet, including 
removal of the sUKk wheels and tires, 
radio, motor, shocks, front bumper, 
speed controller and body. The entire 
“tub” assembly was then given a warm 
bath using water and a dishwashing 
detergent. A stiff brush was used to 
clean the accumulated off-road junk out 
of the comers. After a thorough drying, 
a complete inspection was performed to 
make certain there was no chassis 
damage. Gixxl thing, too!; 1 found a 
broken left rear upper shtKk mount. I 


made a simple repair with a small steel 
pin and was back on track again. Next, 

1 re-lubed the gear set in the diff, prior 
to installing the Revtech* Superstock 
motor on which I’d already mounted 
the pinion from the stock can. This 
choice of motor really turned out to be 
overkill, because I don’t really race the 
Merc, but it helped complete the 
project. 

Choosing wheels and tires wasn’t 
nearly as easy as I thought, but only 
because 1 made it that way. Actually, 
the wheels were easy; I us^ the 
chrome-plated plastic units from Pro 
Line*, which are designed for the 
Hornet. The tires, however, caused me 
to go shopping. I didn’t really want to 
use slicks, because they just didn’t look 
right. I could have shaped them and 
maybe added a more realistic-looking 
tread, but I really wanted this project to 
be done with readily available (instead 
of custom-made) components. 1 finally 
chose the Pro Line “waffle” u^ad skins, 
using fat 1 ‘/i-inchers on the rear and 
three-quarters of an inch up front. 1 did 
this, incidentally, without having fit the 
body first! This could have been a costly 
mistake that would have required

scrapping the wide weenies for 
something about a quarter-inch more 
conservative, or involved a rear-end 
narrowing. As it turned out, they just 
cleared the wheel wells. My suggestion 
is to fit the body first, before selecting 
I tire and wheel widths! 

Now to the body: I trimmed the 
I Lexan body using a scissors for the 
1 straight stuff and a hobby knife with a 
I sharp No. 1 1 blade for curved openings 
^ like the wheel wells. 1 used the Parma 
Universal Body Mount Kit to make a

four-point suspension system, which I 
prefer to the three-point, especially 
when mounting frill-fender^ bodies. It 
may sound basic, but it’s much easier to 
locate accurate mounting holes in the 
body before you paint it Some guys get 
so impatient; they paint, and then have 
to hunt for the hole locations, and this 
generally means at least a touch-up of 
the paint. It’s so much easier if 
everything’s transparent. 

The wheelbase of the Hornet is 
slightly shorter than the body of the 
Merc dictate.s, but it was close enough 
so that you’d never notice, especially 
after I’d added the new, optional, 
“bubble” fender skirts (al.so available 
from Parma). The usual body 
preparation was accomplish^ by first 
I washing the body thoroughly in warm 
soapy water, drying completely and 
masking off all the windows from the 
inside. This was followed by a light 
scuffing with grade 000 steel wool, as 
I this will make the paint stick much 
' better. I usually wipe the surface with 
denatured alcohol to remove any 
fingerprints and steel-wool residue. 
Alcohol is used because it evaporates 
rapidly and won’t cause the masking 
tape to lift. 

The flames were masked and 
airbrushed first, after protecting the rest 
of the body from overspray with 
I newspaper and masking tape. When the

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Aristo-Craft

T he first thing that strikes you about 
the Aristo-Craft Challenger 260 is its 
diminutive size; its dimensions are 
8'/4x5'/2x3'/4 inches, and it weighs only 1 
pound, 3 ounces with eight alkaline pen-cells. A carrying 
handle is molded into the transmitter case on the right. The 
set I received operated on channel 64, 75.470MHz; color 
code: blue/ yellow. The system consists of the Challenger 
transmitter. Model 260; one HP-2RNB750 receiver with BEC 
(Battery Eliminator Circuit); two HS402X servos; switch 
harness; servo grommets; and mounting hardware as well as 
three different, spare, servo arms for each servo. The set 
also allows you to change the transmitter from left-handed 
to right-handed by moving the steering wheel from the 
front to the rear position. The throttle is spring-loaded and 
has a two-position trigger-centering feature. Let’s take a 
look at the Challenger 260 system features.

Well, so much for the details on the system; now let’s talk 
about this 1 -pound, 3-ounce transmitter. Compared with some of 
the single-stick transmitters that I fly, holding the Challenger 
260 is Tike holding a feather. As the transmitter is always the 
heart of the radio system, let’s start there. To the left is aoistol 
grip which is part of the transmitter’s black plastic case. 6n top 
and to the right is a 30-inch, 6-element telescoping antenna 
which radiates the transmitter signal. At the top center is the

steering wheel and, above that, the steering-control trim adjust. To the 
right of the steering wheel are battery-status indicators which register the 
condition of the battery (low, normal and high). The fourth indicator, 
which is green, shows when the transmitter is transmitting. 

At the bottom of the transmitter is the power on/off switch; if you’re 
using Ni-Cds, the switch must be off for charging. The charge receptacle 
is on the left side close to the battery box. Be aware that when the battery 
lights move from high to normal to low (a flashing light), it’s time to 
change the batteries or recharge them if you’re using Ni-Cds. 

On the back of the transmitter are the three throttle- neutral 
adjustments. (See Figure 3 for details.) The removable control wheel may 
be switched by loosening the four screws on the front and on the back. It 

may also be changed from 
right-handed to left-handed 
if you want. On the bottom 
rear of the transmitter are 
the Channel 1 and 2 servo- 
reversing switches. 
“Normal” is to the left and 
“reverse” is to the right. The 
removable transmitter 
crystal is to the right of the 
servo-reverse switches. 
Remember, use only 7MHz 
crystals on cars ana boats. 

Opening the back of the 
transmitter reveals battery- 
box space for eight pen-cell

(AA) batteries, Ni-Cds or alkaline cells. If you 
want to use Ni-Cds in the transmitter or 
vehicle packs, you must buy a suitable 
charger. Aristo-Craft sells a very inexpensive 
unit. 

I thought the wheel-reversal option, the 
excellent functional design of the transmitter 
and the accessories were all great. 

The Challenger 260 sells for only $60— a 
very reasonable price for a radio or this 
quality.

The Bums kit is of a very high quality, 
and it has strong suspension and chassis 
components. The use of three differen- 
tials allows the Bums to adapt to a variety 
of terrains The center differential also 
has a set-screw that allows it to be 
locked to get more traction in loose dirt 
Throttle response is great and top speed 
is very hi^. Smaller spur gears are 
available to give more low-end power 
and reduce top speed. As the Bums is 
gas-powered, it will require a lot of 
support equipment and because of its 
inherent gas-engine vibration, it will also 
need more meticulous maintenarKe.

need a 3.5cc engine. There’s an 
incredible variety of available 3.5cc 
engines, and each one has a diflfereni 
level of performance and price. The 
high-dollar competition engines will 
move the Bums along at a considerable 
clip, but these engines work with tighter 
tolerances and more radical port timing 
so that they are harder to start and 
require a trained hand to keep them 
running at their peaks. 

At the other end of the scale is old 


spring tension for different track 
conditions. 

A spur gear is connected to the 
center differential, and this is driven by 
a centrifugal clutch on the engine, Alst) 
connected to the center differential is a 
disk-brake assembly. The actual di.sk 
floats on the differential, and the brake 
pads are actuated by a cam that is 
connected to the throttle servo.

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faithful. The reliable engine usually 
requires less break-in and is either easy 
to tune or comes pre- tuned from the 
factory. A negative aspect of this type 
of engine is that reliability usually 
comes at the cost of performance. This 
isn’t to say that the car won’t move with

one of the low-cost, reliable engines; it 
just won’t be competitive against the 
high-performance engines. 

The manufacturer recommends using 
a 3.5cc O.S. rear-exhaust ABC engine. 
After building many gas-powered cars 
and using a few different brands of 
engines, the O.S. engines have become 
my personal favorites. These engines 
reach a happy medium between 
reliability and performance. They’re 
easy to start, put out enough power to 
move the Bums along at a healthy rate 
and have an extensive line of readily 
available parts. 

To control the Bums and harness the 



power of the engine, a radio system is 
also required. Because the Bums is 
made by Kyosho, the installation 
naturally favors the use of the Pulsar 
systems, but, with very little 
modification, the Bums accepted the 
Futaba* Magnum which, I feel, is the 


supreme radio for gas-powered cars. 
Along with the long list of features 
that’s usually included with a radio of 
this caliber, the Magnum includes a 
warm-up circuit that is exclusively for 
use with gas engines. To fit the high- 
torque FP-S131S servos, the mounting 
plate had to be widened, and this was 
accomplished with the use of a hobby 
knife. 

ASSEMBLY: Assembling the Bums 
doesn’t require any special tools. 
However, it does require some special 
equipment and some additional 
precautions becau.se of the vibration- 
prone gas engine (not just the engine 
used here; all gas-car engines produce a 
great deal of vibration). 

The additional support equipment 
needed to mn the Bums includes a 1 2 V 
starter with a starter-wheel attachment 
for use on cars, a glow-plug connector 
with a power source, a good glow fuel 
with a 10-percent to 25-percent-nitro 
content and a means of getting the fuel 
into the tank. If the Bums is going to be 
run in a remote area that isn’t accessible 
to an automobile, a 1 2 V battery is also 
needed to power the starter.

The actual assembly of the Bums 
begins with the shocks. The way in 
which these are assembled will play a 
great role in how consistently the 
suspension will react, so take the time 
to ensure that they’re assembled 
properly. As mentioned before, these 
shocks are equipped with heavier coil- 
overs, so it will take a heavy hand to 
install the shocks or to make 
adjustments. 

1 chose to use the heavier of the two 
oils (green) that are included in the kit, 
and it seemed to perform rather well.

T wo CARS LINK UP on the desverted stretch of blacktop, and 
the “ready” signal is given. A quarter of a mile away, a light 
blinks and the race is on. The big slicks bite into the pavement 
and the orange C amart) expltxles off the line, pulling a holeshot on its 
opponent. Neither driver backs ofl' as the cars streak through the 

night, chrome glinting 
occasionally as they zoom pa.st 
street lights. In just a few 
.seconds the Z-28 whizzes past 
the crowd at the finish line, 
several lengths ahead of 
the other racer. Moments 
later, the two machines 
idle back to the crowd and 
park among the group of 
MoPars, Chevys. GNX Buicks. 

and a couple of 5-liter 
Mustangs. What’s a street race 
doing in an WC car magazine"! 
Well, the owner of the Camaro just 
picked it up and put it into the trunk 
of his full-scale car — it’s a Vio-scale 

model! 

This race took place in an area of 
lA>ng Island once known as one of the top three street-action 
locations in the nation. Car Craft magazine included “The Avenue” 
among its top ten cruising (street racing) spots, and printed maps and 
directions. Hot-rtxlders from nearby states mingled with local racers 
t)n Friday and Saturday nights, and hundreds of street machines filled 
shttpping-center parking lots until the wee hours of the morning. 
Twisted Sister (the rock group) recruited many of the cars seen in 
their “Hot Love” video from “The Avenue,” and TV and newspaper 
articles contributed to the increase in knowledge of this nocturnal 
activity. 

While most of the hard-core street racing has died off or moved to 
other locations, “The Avenue” is still a popular meeting place for 
hot-rcxlders and their street machines. A big difference these days is 
that a lot of the SS 396s are really powered by RS 540s. The “real” 
cars sit parked in neat rows, while radio-control street machines 
cruise up and down the parking lots, some just out “looking mean,” 
and others lcx>king for “action.” Whether they’re trying to hold on to 
their old memories, or just want to be part of the street scene, a lot of

modelers are making models of easily recognizable 
prototypes and having fun cruisin’. The muscle cars of 
the ’60s— like Camaros, Mustangs, GTOs and Che- 
velles perched on mag wheels and wide racing slicks— 
contrast sharply with the “kemped-out,” fat-fendered 
’49 Mercs and ’57 Chevys with fender skirt.s, wide 
whitewall tires and “moon” hubcaps, their bixiies 
nearly scraping the pavement. Classic, early Ford hot- 
rtxis and late-model pick-up trucks are also in evidence. 

Using one of the current crop of excellent after- . 
market Lexan bodies, some mtxlelers build replicas of 
their full-scale cars, perfectly matching the paint and 
trim in every detail. Most are built as fun cars, and 
they’re little more than fancy bodies dropped onto 
existing off-road chassis. A set of pavement tires on

What dix:s it take to build a street machine? II you have 
any kind of R/C car. with a little imaginatit>n you can 
probably turn it into a respectable boulevard blaster. For 
less than $20. you can get a sharp-kniking muscle-car body 
that will completely hide your olT-road chassis. Bolt on a 
set ol inexpensive street wheels and tires, and you're ready 
for ST)me serious cruisin'. A set <)f stiller shocks and a little 
suspension-tweaking will produce a car that's a real trip to 
drive, and yt)u can always go ahead and soup it up if you 
want to do some drag racing. 

Many modelers go to a lot of trouble to get full-si/e 
realism on a '/m-scale street machine. Doing prototypical 
paint jobs using factory colors is one methixl. and particular 
attention is paid to the trim items, such as racing stripes 
and graphics. .Su)ck-lix)king chrome trim. e.g.. bumpers, 
rixker-panel moldings, window trim, light bezels and 
grilles are easily made with the chrome-foil tape that's 
found in auto-parts stores. Some people even install 
working lights so that their cars are easier to follow at 
night. As many of these "daily drivers" approach concourse 
quality, attention to such details helps to create a standout 
nuxlel. 

Prominent features on pertomiance cars are the 
emblems announcing engine type and nuxlel designation 
In the past, any street machine worth its salt had bold 
graphics to tell you it was a Super .Sport. Road Runner, or 
Cobra Jet. and it had numbers to tell you what you were up 
against — a 440^6. SS .^96. Ram Air IV and so on. These 
graphics and numbers may be quickly and easily duplicated 
with the small enameled pins that are available at auto 
shows or by mail order These finely detailed, color- 
enameled pins are available in Just about any emblem or 
marking. Although designed as Jewelry items, their small 
size and realistic appearance makes many of them perfect 
for use on nuxlel cars. Simply drill a small hole in the right 
place, stick the pin through and snap on the retainer at the 
back. Presto! Instant supercar! 

Replicating traditional hot-nxJs is more challenging, as 
many ol the older-style Ixxlies had narrow hixxls that won't 
fit over the shevk Uiwers on an off-road chassis. You can 
nuxlify the front suspension to fit. but with this setup, 
conversion back to an olT-road car is more difficult. If you 
do a K)t of olT-road racing with a Grasshopper or Hornet, 
you've probably broken off a front shix k mount. Don't 
discard the old chassis when you get a replacement! If you

The following infonnation really per- 
tains t)nly to modified motors, because 
once the can on a sttx;k motor has been 
opened, it’s technically no longer legal at 
most race tracks. Alsei, having a stock 
motor rebuilt would probably be more 
expensive than replacing it with a new 
one. 

While today’s motors run faster than 
ever, they also generate more heat. Even 
though you frequently clean the motor 
and replace the brushes, your motor will 
eventually lose its peak performance. 
This is due to the high heat and the 
centrifugal force that the armature has to 
endure. These also act on the commutator 
and result in a loss of trueness. When this 
happens, the brushes no longer run 
smixithly on the commutator. The arma- 
ture also gws out of balance, and this 
causes vibrations and a loss of rpm. The 
solution is to have the motor rebuilt. 
Companies like Trinity offer this service, 
and this is what they do when a motor 
needs help: 

When a motor amves at the Trinity 
plant, the staff first disassembles it to 
check its overall condition. They make 
sure that there are no hidden prtrblems 
that a standard rebuilding won’t cure. All 
the components are ultrast)nically cleaned 
to remove dirt and to completely clean 
the ball bearings. The armature is then 
dynamically re-balanced to eliminate the 
vibrations that iKcur at high speeds. The 
commutator is re-cut with a diamond ux)l 


bit to a run of .0002 inch. This ensures a 
perfectly true track for the brushes to ride 
on. 

The magnets are then “zapped" to 
maximum capacity on an Indiana General 
Capacitive Discharge Magnetizer, which 
is the strongest unit of this type in the 
industry. Following this, the motor is re- 
as.sembled to “like-new" specifications 
I using new motor brushes and a set of 
high-temperature motor springs to ensure 
faster, longer running and to make the 
motor as dependable as possible. 

When the motor is completely as- 
sembled. it’s broken in and the timing is 
j then .set for the most horsepower at the 
' lowest amp draw. The endbell is then 
taped so that it can’t move while the 
motor is running, and this ensures that 
I optimum settings are held. All motors are 
then dyno-tested and returned to you with 
an rpm and amp draw reading. 

The prtKedure may sou/uJ simple, but 
without the use of high-tech rebuilding 
equipment, your motor will never run 
"like new" again. 

In addition to giving information on 
rebuilding an electric motor. Trinity pro- 
vided helpful definitions of some basic- 
terms relating to motors. 

• Amp draw: This is the amount of 
current that the motor draws. The more 


amps a motor draws, the more rpm it 
produces, but it shortens battery life. The 
ideal motor has ultra-high rpm with low 
amp draw, so extending the life of the 
battery and giving you a ctxder. longer- 
lasting motor. 

• Armature: This is the pan that turns 
inside the motor. The wire on the amiature 
determines how quickly it turns. The 
thicker the wire, the more quickly it turns. 

• Break-in: This is the prcKCss of running 
the motor at a low voltage with no load 
on it, and it’s done to break in a new pair 
of motor brushes. During break-in, the 
sharp edges wear off the brushes and they 
shape themselves to the commutator. In 
this way, they’re prevented from arcing 
and allowed to make gcxxl eiccuical 
contact. 

• Bru.shes: Brushes are made of copper 
and carbon, and they conduct electricity 
to the commutator. As they’re soft, they 
don’t dig grextves into the commutator, 
but they do wear very rapidly. Brushes 
should be changed every couple of runs. 

• Can: This is the metal housing con- 
taining the amiature. It contains two 
magnets and the bushing or ball bearing 
that the amiature shaft rides in. 

• Centrifugal force: This is the force that 
works on all turning things. It’s the same 
force that makes you lean to the outside 
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of u turn when you’re driving your car. As I 
the armature spins at high qpm, centrifugal 
force on the armature causes the com- 
mutator to become distorted (causing loss , 
of good electrical contact between the 
commutator and the brush), and it shifts 
the wires (causing high-speed vibrations). 

• Commutator This is made of soft 
copper. The commutator conducts elec- 
tricity from the brush to the motor wind- 
ings. The commutator should be kept 
spotlessly clean and perfectly true 
(cylindrical). The motor brushes will 
eventually wear a grotwe in the com- 
mutator. This can only be cured by 
having the commutator "re-trued" by a 
motor rebuilding service. 

• Dyno-tested; When a motor is 
“dynoed” or dyno-tested, it’s run on 
precise test equipment that measures 
rpm, torque, volts and amps. This is the 
only way in which the timing on the 
endbell can be set and the right choice of 
brushes and springs for a particular motor 
can be made. 

• Hndbell: This is the plastic or aluminum 
housing that holds the brushes and the 
ball bearing or bushing that the armature 
shaft turns in. 

• Timing: When you rotate the endbell 
on a modilled motor, the relationship 
between the brushes and the magnets is 
changed. When this happens, you can 
increase rpm (advance timing), or de- 
crease rpm (retard timing). Advancing 
the timing also increases the amp draw 
and isn’t recommended. 

I hope that you’ll find this infomiation 
as interesting and useful as I did. The 1 
more we know, the more we enjoy our 
sport.

One of the most dilVicult parts of 
finishing scale bodies like the Merc, 
Chevelles, Camaros and similar "real" 
cars (specifically those with chrome trim 
and bumpers) is simulating that chrome 
appearance.

Your kxal hiibby shop has a material 
called Trim MomiKote; it’s made by Top 
Flite Mixlels*. is self-adhesive and comes 
in a variety of colors. The one used here is 
called "Chrome" and it works great. It’s a 
very thin Mylar that you cut slightly 
oversize, remove the backing and position 
on the btxly. Press it fimily into place, and 
trim to final size with a very sharp hobby 
knife. Be sure it’s exactly where you want 
it, because once it’s stuck, it’s almost 
impossible to move it without tearing it. 
Practice with some scrap pieces first, so 
that you become comfortable with it. The 
window frames and tail-light frames, 
bumpers and side trim on the Merc were 
done this way. and it really kxiks super.

The base for the '63 'Vette 
is the Pro Stock Advance 
Dragin kit from Advance 
Engineering*.

The car’s rear comprises two aluminum pillow-blocks that 
house the rear axle and the motor.

track wasn’t griKimed often enough for the practice 
to help the drivers much. Saturday morning was 
cold and wet. The organizers knew that the track 
had to be ready for racing at 1 :.^0 p.m. to get a 
single round of qualifying in on .Saturday, but it 
wasn’t to be. With their backs to the wall, the West 
Coast R/C Club arranged to have the park opened 
at 4 a.m. on Sunday, and the first of two qualifiers 
started at 7 a m. This meant that the Mains would 
take place at night under the lights. 

With only two qualifiers, the pres.sure was on the 
racers to put in a ginxl run. A bad break here or a 
bobble there could cost you a shot at the A Main, 
and. in fact, that’s just what happened. Joel Johnson, 
the reigning 2WD World Champion, sat out the 
2WD A Main, while Jim Dieter, the ’87 ROAR 
4WD National Champ, missed the 4WD A Main. 


Many racers faced numerous technical dilJiculties. 
and the bad weather added to their problems. 

There weren’t a lot of new cars at the Winter 
Championships. Team Rrsi* showed up with six 
Yokomo* C4 4WD cars, which should be on the 



market by the time you read this. The final version 
of the Losi JRX-2 2WD racer was also there, and 
this car should be in prrxluction now. 

Team Pit Stop* has a new chain-drive gearbox 
for the RC 1 0.

This race kicks off the ’88 sea.son, and who had the hottest 
motors? 

The new Reedy motors made a clean sweep of the modified TQ 
honors, but the final results are what really count. In 2WD competition, 
Cliff Lett used a Reedy motor in his RC 10 to capture the top-qualifier 
position. In 4WD, Lett almost repeated his success as TQ with Reedy 
power, but Butch KliK’ber beat him. (Kloeber's Yokomo was also Reedy- 
powered.) Three of the top four 4WD qualifiers were Reedy-powered 
(first, .second and fourth places). 

In the 2WD Mixlified Cla.s.s, Trinity was first. Revolution second, and 
Twister third, with Reedy coming in fourth. 

The Trinity drivers had more than their share of technical problems, so 
only one Trinity motor was in each A Main. Nevertheless, Mike Burnette 
still managed to capture the second-fastest qualifying time in the 2WD 
Modified A Main. u.sing a 6-cell pack, while others were using 7-cells. 
Burnette went on to victory, driving his Trinity-powered Ultima. Burnette’s 
win for Trinity prevented the Reedy forces from making a clean sweep at 
the Winter Championships. 

While the Team Losi Revolution motors didn't capture a TQ or an A- 
Main win, their presence was felt. With Ron Rosetti driving a Revolution- 
powered JRX-2 in the 2WD A Main. Burnette couldn't let up for a 
minute. Rosetti finished second in the 2WD Class, after qualifying as third 
fastest. 

Gil Losi Jr. was the third-fastest qualifier in the 4WD Class with his 
Revolution-powered Yokomo. The four Revolution motors in the 4WD A 
Main equalled Reedy’s numbers. Ron Rosetti battled for second place 
throughout the Main, only to miss out by a split .second. Rosetti’s 
Revolution tini.shed third, so preventing Reedy from capturing the top 
three spots in 2WD Modified. 

Against tough competition, Reedy, Trinity and Revolution were the top 
modified motors at the U5. Off-Road Winter Champion.ships. 

The Stock Cla.ss at the Winter Championships didn’t use hand-out 
motors. Each driver furnished his own ROAR-legal stock motor. 

A Race Prep motor was used by Kenny Gillett to win the Stock A 
Main. Even though Gillett started at the rear of the pack, his Race Prep 
got him to the finish line first 

Bill Winn used a Trinity motor to capture the stock TQ honors, and he 
went on to finish second in the A Main with his Trinity-powered Ultima. 

Ed Beeler ased an As.sociated stock motor to set the second- fastest 
time. In the Main. Beeler finished third overall. Another Associated stock 
motor finished fourth.

prefer the Loclile* 242 compound for 
applications such as this where a good 
bond is a must. 

When the engine has been installed, 
the exhaust system is attached to the 
engine's manifold. The exhaust manifold 
for the O.S. engines is included in the kit; 
for other applications, check with Great 
Planes* or a local hobby dealer. The 
stock plumbing for the Bums consists of a 
molded rubber tube that’s attached at the 
middle to a metal muffler. Without going 
into a great deal of 2-stroke theory, it’s 
my opinion that a car of this caliber and in 
this price range should be using a more 
effective exhaust system, so I used an 
optional Kyosho tuned exhaust in place 
of the stock equipment. This exhaust pipe 
is attached to the chassis by using an 
airplane pipe holder that is available from 
most well-equipped hobby shops. 

When the radio system has been in- 
stalled, the tires and wheels should be put 
on. The wheels for the Bums employ one- 
piece technology and still allow a perfect 
mount. Each wheel is grooved on both 
sides to allow the tire to be slipped on and 
then glued, and this provides a super- 
strong bond that won’t loosen and a tire 
that is guaranteed to mount tme every 
time. The last step is painting the btxiy, 
and then it’s time to put the Bums to the 
test! 

PERFORMANCE: It’s been a while 
since I built a gas-powered car, and I’d 
forgotten what it was like to put one of 
these nitro-bumers through its paces. 

For the first mn, I fired the Bums in my 
garage, let the engine warm up and 
headed for the yard to make sure that all 
systems were “go." For the initial starting, 
some have recommended Vh turns out 
on the needle valve. If you’re lucky 
enough to have a sufficiently strong 
glow-plug battery, it will bum off the 
excess fuel, but, for the most part, I find 
that this setting is too rich. The setting I 
found most effective is 2'h turns out on 
the needle valve. That means screwing- in 
the needle valve all the way and turning it 
back out 2 'A turns. The engine may be 
able to rev up while you hold the car in the 
air (don’t let the engine reach high rpm 
while it’s in the air. as it may be pemia- 
nently damaged), but the real test comes 
when it’s on the ground. 

The first attempt at squeezing the 
throttle ended with a stall, because the 
engine was mnning too rich. With a 
leaner needle setting, the second attempt 
was a success, but the Bums was still slow 
(Conttnued on page 92i

screw, and the one you now have is too short! To 
hold the small parts while I was building. I used 
.some disposable medicine cups (the kind used for 
cough medicine), each mark^ with the parts-bag 
number. This is much easier than having to fish 
through the bags each time. 

Assembly of this sophisticated kit isn’t 
complicated, but it does require concentration and 
12 to 16 hours of your dme. (This includes 
painting and drying time.) No special tools are 
required; a range of screwdrivers (common and

enough to fine-tune the radio funelions. 
and then I headed for the track 

With a full gallon of 20- percent nilro 
fuel. I anchored for the day to do some 
serious testing. The lirsl couple of tanks 
were spent getting used to the feel of the 
ear. hut from then on it was all busincs.s. 
The track is nomially used for elecirie 
off-road ears, but it happens to he a 
si/eable track w ith a .^OO-finn oval and a 
large madcourse in the middle. Under 
acceleration, the Bums was dragging its 
tail and giving a little oversieer. There’s a 
little slop in the front end. and that caused 
it to waver a bit at the high speeds 
reached on an oval. This alvt eoniribuled 
to the oversieer. To some extent. 1 was 
able It) compensate for the oversieer by 
ltH)sening the rear suspensitin and pushing 
up the wing one notch. This allowed the 
front to push enough to keep it under 
control. On the oval, the ride height was 
alv) lowered, hut w hen it came to running 
off-road, it was back to full-suspension 
travel. The relatively small off-road 
et)urse was a challenge for bttih me and 
the Bums. The tremendous ptiwer of the 
Bums made handling through the comers 
pretty lough, because llueluation of the 
thntllle would cause the power to pttur on 
and a spin-t)ut would result. After getting 
used to the sensitive throttle, I was able to 
turn sttme pretty impressive lap limes. 
The Bums would st>ar easily over the 
jumps and the air lime was minimal. 
Remember that lime in the air is lime 
wasted; you can make heller lime on the 
ground! To dale, the only problem en- 
countered was that the llywheel came 
liH)se from the crankshaft. 

This ear is one of the most sophisticated 
'/s-scale off-rt)ad ears to hit the market in 
the States, and it shows a great deal of 
promise if '/x-seale olT-road racing be- 
comes really popular 1, ft>r one. w ill be 
the first on line. There are no batteries to 
charge, the cars reach speeds of over 
40mph and I love the smell of burning 
nitro!

neatly trim off the shiKk towers right 
down to the chassis, the '27 to '40 Ford 
btxlics will fit perfectly. By making a 
simple leaf-spring from a piece of music 
wire (as shown in the drawing), you'll 
have a neat suspension setup, and a 
“dropped" front axle will give super 
pavement handling and a “California 
Rake” kxik to the car. Many of these rtxis 
have flames painted on them; not just the 
traditional yellow and red flames on 
black, but orange flames on bright green, 
or purple on silver. Try it! You'll like it! 

For the “fat-fender" crowd with the 
'50s-style customs, there are a few great 
Ixxlies available. These include the '49 
Merc, the '40 Ford, the '4 1 Willys and the 
'57 Chevy. Just make sure that you 
mount them low, and don't trim out the 
back-wheel cut-outs (makes for neat 
fender skirts). Flat-white latex paint can 
be applied to the sidewalls of pavement 
tires for that “port-a-wall" wide whitewall 
effect. Latex paint is the only paint that 
will dry on rubber-type surfaces. The 
classic mtxrn hubcaps can be made from 
the bottom of a beer or soda can. Scissttrs 
will cut the aluminum quite easily, and 
the metal may be left as it is or polished to 
a shine with metal pttlish. 

As for souping up your rixl. the basic 
rule is “Speed costs money." You have to 
decide how fast you want to go, and you 
must then be prepared to pay the price. 
There are dozens of high-performance 
motors that will make your street machine 
run as though it has a street hemi under 
the hood, and they're available in a broad 
price range. Bear in mind that a hot motor 
will probably necessitate the use of drag 
slicks for racing, and it might require 
suspension re-work, heavy-duty axles, or 
better gears. 

Instead of spending big bucks, try some 
gtxxl old-fashioned hot-rodding tricks to 
make your car faster than the next one. 
Try lightening the chassis by drilling 
holes or cutting out areas that aren't 
essential to chassis strength. This type of 
re-work will probably limit the car to 
on-road use. Going to a 7-cell or an 8-cell 
battery pack will definitely btxrst per- 
formance. no matter what your type of 
motor. Even more cells could be used for 
scale '/4-mile dragging, but give yourself 
plenty of shut-down rrxrm because of 
your extra weight and higher speeds. 

Experiment with weight distribution to 
obtain maximum traction and straight 
acceleration. Wheelies are “axjl." but 
you can't steer with the front tires off the

Most 
drag races are won right on the starting 
line; a good holeshot can put a slower car 
far enough in front so that even a real 
animal machine will have trouble catch- 
ing up if the driver is late starting. 

Whichever way you decide to go, it’s a 
lot of fun for the money, and it's sure to 
become more ptipular. With a few parts 
and some imagination, a worn-out or 
obsolete off-road car can be transfonned 
into a real show-stopper, and you can 
have a drag race almost anywhere! ■

screw shown in Step 14 from the “4 
o’clock” to the “8 o’clock” position. 
Using the illustrated position, I couldn’t 
get the motor to “key” properly to the aft 
gearbox/suspension assembly. A single 
shaft-drive system is used to connect the 
driven rear differential to the front unit ’ 
prefer this arrangement to the belt- oi 
chain-drive methods, because there’s 
never a need for adjustment or re- 
tensioning. 

The radio 1 used in the Celica was the 
KO EX-7, which is available from Hobby 
Shack*. It’s a wheel/trigger throttle sys- 
tem that uses dry batteries in both the 
transmitter and receiver/servo packages. > 
The servos are pretty much a standard 
size and fit the Toyota chassis without 
modifications.

last you a giHKl long while. In order to 
save some weight (and space). I equipped 
the HX-7 with a BKC (Battery Kliniinator 
Circuit ), as this has become the way to go. 
•Some radios are supplied with this feature 
when you buy them. 

This Toyota is really my kind of car 
because, although I enjoy hot-dogging 
with the olT-road buggy-type vehicles. I 
find I still lean towards the on-road flat 
trackers. Grand National machines and 
boulevard cruisers (scale-type cars). It’s 
for this reason that I really appreciated 
the high quality and detail of the poly- 
carbonate bixly. What’s the toughest part 
of trimming one of these bixlies? The 


wheel wells, right? Not to worry, dudes, 
the t»nly trimming required here is straight 
line. The wells are pre-cut! Love it! 

I prepared the bixly for paint by first 
masking all the “glass” areas to protect 
them from both scuffing and paint, and I 
then scuffed the in.side of the btxly with 
grade 000 steel wcxtl. This puts a little 
“tcxnh” in the surface and allows the paint 
to stick much better. The actual paint 
chosen for the finish was Testors enamels 
for plastic mtxlels. I’ve used it successfully 
before, st) decided to try it again. All the 
painting was done with a HS83 1 Speedy 
airbrush, available from W.R. Brown*. 
This airbrush was a pleasure to u.se and it 
has some unique features. I’ll be giving 


you a complete story in a future issue of 
RCCA. After the paintwork was done. I 
added some sponsor decals from the 
extensive sheet provided, attached the 
bKxiy and was getting pretty close to 
running time. 

After charging the 7.2V, l.2(K)mAh 
pack with a peak detection charger, my 
wife. Maribet. and I (you remember her 
from the Hornet T orture Test, don’t you?) 
headed out to what we’ve now adopted as 
oi/r asphalt test track: the site where I do 
my R/C Hying.

(hal she would do the driving while I shot 
the pictures, and then I'd get a chance to 
drive it. I reminded her that this wasn't to 
be one of her off-road ba.shes, but a check ' 
for acceleration and handling qualities. 
After getting the steering trimmed out so 
the Toyota would track absolutely straight 
at any speed. I turned her loose. First shot, 
she nailed it! Talk about acceleration! 
That Technigold was winding its heart 
out. but not even breathing hard! This is 
the true meaning of road rcK'keting! Since ‘ 
the Celica isn't a dragster (although it 
may act like one) and races aren't all 
straight line. Maribet ran the Celica 
through an imaginary set of pylons on a 
slalom run. Hard left, cut back right, 
reverse course; boy. did this thing stick! ^ 
The tires seemed ideal for this surface, 
and the suspension really worked. There 
was very little body lean and no tendency 
for the wheels to break kxjse under hard, 
high-G lateral acceleration. The car can 
be pushed beyond its limits, but that 
usually means subjecting it to driver input ' 
that would never be required, or em- 
ployed. during actual racing. 

■The Celica Gr. B, like its stablemate 
the Porsche 959. is certainly not an entry- 
level car. It's very rapid, handles extremely 
well and can be a very competitive on- 
roader. I'd like to see this class of car * 
expand to include an even broader range 
of subjects. I can't comment on its off- 
road capabilities, as those wheels and 
tires remain in the box, and they'll prob- 
ably continue to do so, as I don't have any 
intention of removing the street stuff • 
that's installed now. The kit may be 
initially considered to be a bit "pricey," 
but for the racer who prefers this type of 
vehicle, one kx>k at the overall quality of 
what's in the box and it becomes a 
bargain
